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Basically  puBlic  health  is  concerned  v/ith  all  matters  which 
might  affect  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  public  and  it 
occupies  a position  of  unigue  importance  in  medical  science* 

Indeed  it  is  a major  branch  of  medicine. 

Unfortunately  the  facade  presented  to  the  public,  and 
especially  those  less  well  informed,  is  often  one  of  an  arbitary 
system  of  rules  and  regulations  which  might  seem  to  be  aimed  at 
hindering  rather  than  helping  the  indi vidua,!  in  his  daily  life. 

This  legal  facade  however  is  essential  as  it  represents  uniform 
national  standards  which  have  the  sanction  of  law. 

It  is  obvious  that  good  health  can  never  be  improved  by  law. 

The  key  to  the  problem  lies  in  the  education  of  the  public  so  that 
eventually  every  individual  will  understand  the  principles  of 
hygiene  and  the  reasons  for  them.  Much  has  been  done  and  is 
being  done  by  Health  Visitors,  Public  HeOvlth  Inspectors  and 
District  Horses? while  family  Doctors  and  School  Teachers  play 
a part  in  their  ov/n  spheres.  The  mass  media  of  publicity  have 
proved  that  health  c£in  be  news.  Information  on  health  and 
hygiene  is  easy  to  obtain  and  there  is  evidence  of  an  increasing 
interest  in  these  matters  especially  among  the  younger  generation. 

The  position  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in  this  context 
is  important  as  it  provides  a focus  for  the  Public  Health  activities 
in  the  area.  Here  information  is  gathered  and  assessed,  and  measures 
appropriate  to  a situation  are  worked  out.  Advice  on  hygiene  problems 
is  available  and  investigations  into  environmental  conditions  are 
conducted. 

The  statistical  sections  of  this  report  form  the  basis  of  the 
following  comments  and  reference  to  them  should  amplify  my  observations. 

The  Population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  for  19^4? 
somewhat  sui'prisingly  was  smaller  than  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year, 
l^ile  the  difference  ?/as  only  110  one  feels,  when  one  considers  the 
increasing  industrial  and  commercial  activity  in  the  Toym,  that  an 
upward  trend  in  the  population  mAght  have  been  expected.  However,  to 
keep  the  matter  in  perspective  we  must  remember  that  doiring. the  past 
5 years  (I96O-I964)  the  increase  in  population  totalled  I6OO,  vhile 
during  the  previous  5 yoars  (l955~"J959)  increase  was  only  4^0. 

This  I feel  to  be  miore  significant. 
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There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Births  with  a corresponding 
rise  in  the  Birth  Rate  during  the  year. 

Both  Still  Births  and  Deaths  showed  a small  decrease  when  compared 
with  1963  and  are  more  or  less  in  line  with  the  figures  for  comparable 
areas  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  number  of  deaths  of  children 
under  1 year  of  age  fell  to  2 from  the  previous  years  total  of  9* 

The  table  of  Causes  of  Death  sets  out  the  numbers  in  each  category. 
It  will  be  seen  tha.t  the  group  of  diseases  associated  v/ith  the  heart  and 
circulation  is  the  most  numerous  while  v/ithin  this  group  Coronary  disease 
was  the  biggest  factor.  This  complairt  which  has  been  regarded  as  being 
encouraged  by  insufficient  exorcise  in  proportion  to  food  intake,  perhaps 
coupled  with  stress  and  worry,  appears  to  take  an  inoreaeing  toll  over 
the  whole  country. 


The  second  group  in  order  of  magnitude  is  the  malignant  diseases. 

These  have  received  considerable  publicity  of  late,  particularly  in 
relation  to  cigerette  smoking.  It  is  however  fair  to  say  that  the  statistics 
v/hich  relate  to  Felixstowe  do  not  indicate  any  rapid  increase  in  malignant 
disease  as  a whole.  In  this  connection  it  must  be  recalled  that  as  time 
passes  an  increasing  proportion  of  the  population  are  living  to  the  age  at 
which  those  degenerative  disea,ses  are  most  frequently  found. 

Once  again  there  are  no  deaths  in  the  district  from  diseases 
associated  with  pregnancy  and  childbirth.  Better  antinatal  and  postnatal 
supervision  have  largely  eliminated  this  hazard,  which  in  the  past  took 
heavy  toll. 

Deaths  due  to  violence,  both  accidental  e,nd  otherwise  decreased 
by  two  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Accidental  deaths  numbered  6 during  the  year.  This  is  one  fewer  than 
during  the  previous  year. 

The  Road  Safety  Committee,  v/hich  interests  itself  not  only  in  safety 
on  the  highways  but  also  in  the  wider  context  of  general  accident  prevention 
including  Home  & Water  Safety,  has  had  an  active  and  I think  most  useful 
year.  The  highlights  being  four  Road  Safety  Quizzes  organised  for  school 
children.  Child  cycling  proficiency  training  and  tests  and  the  issue  of 
literature  on  ’’Accidents  in  the  Home”  & ’’Water  Safety  Codes”.  They  have 
also  given  active  encourag'oment  to  young  children  to  join  the  ’’Tufty  Club” 
orgarised  by  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents. 
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Analysis  of  Deaths  by  ago  and  sex  shov/s  the  following  results. 

The  tctel  of  male  and  female  deaths  were  equal. 

At  a,ll  ages  under  74  male  deaths  outniombercd  female  deaths.  More 
than  half  the  deaths,  both  male  and  female  had  passed  the  ago  of  75* 

Notifiable  disease  during  the  year  totalled  I9I  cases.  The 
majority  of  these  (172)  was  accounted  for  by  measles  ?/hich  continued 
throughout  the  yoar  from  February  onv/ards.  The  maximum  was  in  March 
with  secondary  peaks  in  June  and  November.  The  vast  majority  of 
these  cases  occurred  in  pre-school  children  and  nev/  entrants  to  the 
schools. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  some  means  of  imiaunising 
against  this  annoying  complaint  will  bo  introduced. 

Under  the  County  Council  scheme  for  prevention  of  disease  the 
following  immunisation  procedures  were  carried  out  in  Felixstowe

With  regard  to  the  provent ion  of  malignant  disease  there  is  in 
many  cases  definite  hope  of  arresting  the  disease  if  an  early  diagnosis 
can  bo  made.  The  Ministiy  of  Health  has  started  a training  scheme  for 
technicians  to  staff  a service  for  testing  ¥/omon  without  symptoms  of 
cervical  cancer.  It  has  been  fomid  that  in  this  disocaso  the  appea-rance 
of  symptoms  is  preceoded  by  certain  changes  in  the  cervix  of  the  womb 
and  if  the  patient  can  be  found  at  this  stage  the  chancGs  of  euro 
are  greatly  enhanced. 


Fluoridation  of  water  supplies,  despite  the  opposition  from  a 
small  but  very  vocal  section  of  the  population,  has  been  extended  in 
the  country  to  many  areas  v/hich  have  not  the  advantage  of  a water 
containing  natural  fluoride.  The  City  of  Birmingham  was  the  largest 
authority  to  adopt  fluoridation  during  the  yea^r.  The  position  now  is 
that  out  of  the  estimated  population  of  47 » 5 milliom  (Engla,nd  & Wales) 
approximately  1.3  million  onjoy  the  benefit  of  vwater  containing  the 
optimum  level  of  fluoride.  Tho  drinking  water  in  this  area,  is  rather 
below  tho  optimum  level  in  fluoride. 
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The  supply  of  v/ater  to  the  tov/n  is  provided  hy  the  Felixstowe 
& District  Water  Company  and  has  heen  descrihed  in  previous  reports. 
The  sources  of  supply  are  deep  wells  and  springs  in  the  neighbouring 
rural  areas. 

During  the  yea.r  the  water  has  proved  adequate  in  both  quantity 
and  quality  and  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  an:‘^cs  of  the 
water  after  treatment  at  source  have  been  satisfactory  for  a public 
supply. 

The  water  is  rather  hard  and  shows  no  evidence  of  plumbo 
solvency. 


In  the  aged  and  infirm  loss  of  body  heat  is  a danger  which  has 
only  fairly  recently  received  general  recognition.  This  condition 
of  Hypothermia  develops  particularly  in  those  persons  who  live  alone, 
whose  physical  activities  are  restricted  and  whose  diet  is  inadequate. 
Many  of  the  victims  ha,ve  some  chronic  disease.  The  arrival  of  very 
cold  weather  brings  to  these  cases  the  danger  of  a fatal  collapse. 

In  the  realm  of  prevention  the  main  factor  is  ’warmth.  This  can  be 
ensured  by  adequate  meals,  adequate  space  heating  and  adequate  clothing. 
In  this  connection  the  "Meals  on  l^eels"  service  has  done  an  immense 
amount  of  good  by  providing  not  only  hot  meals  of  well  balanced  and 
nutritious  type  but  affording  the  visitors  an  opportunity  to  check 
on  the  warmth  and  comfort  of  the  recipient  and  supplement  the  Y/ork 
of  the  Y/olfaro  y/erkers. 


With  roga,rd  to  housing,  Felixstovye  is  in  some  respects  more 
fortunate  than  many  towns,  in  that  there  a,re  no  real  slum  areas. 
There  are,  hov/ever,  certain  circumsc’^ibed  areas  'Virheie  the  housing  is 
predominontly  of  poor  quality  and  in  many  cases  substandard.  Much 
attention  has  beon  devoted  to  the  problems  of  these  areas  and  plans 
for  dealing  v\^ith  these  arc  in  hand. 


The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  District  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  57S8  (Rate  Hook.)  During  the  year  18  Council  Houses 
were  completed  and  a further  128  v/ere  erected  by  private  enterprise. 
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The  following  statistics  give  the  position  at  the  end 
of  1964  with  regard  to  unfit  houses.

Of  prime  importance  in  the  furtherance  of  development  and  public 
health  is  the  provision  of  services,  particularly  sewerage.  The  sewering 
of  areas  ripe  for  development  and  the  conversion  of  cesspool  drainage 
systems  is  not  only  good  public  health  but  usually  sound  economics, 
especially  whore  a rate-borne  cesspool-emptying  service  operates.

Public  Convonioncos 

Complaints  about  inadequacy,  inefficient  cleansing,  and  the  absence 
of  urinal  deodorants  were  looked  into  and  found  to  be  not  without  substance, 
though  abuse  of  those  faxilities  by  vandals  must  be  mentioned  in  mitigation. 

Unfortunately 9 many  existing  conveniences  appear  to  have  been  built 
from  a desire  to  pretend  they  are  not  really  there.  Conveniences  hidden 
below  ground  are  invariably  damp,  clammy  and  poorly  ventilated,  present 
difficulties  of  access,  m.aintenance  and  cleaning  and  are  generally  dispiriting 
to  the  public  and  attendants. 

In  July,  the  Council  agreed  as  a matter  of  urgency  to  equip  The  Triangle 
Conveniences  with  wash  basins,  hot  and  cold  supplies,  paper  towels  and  soap 
dispensers.  The  provision  of  these  facilities  at  other  conveniences  lacking 
them,  and  a scheme  for  increasing  the  existing  conveniences  in  Golf  Road  were 
also  subsequently  approved.

The  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak  gave  rise  to  the  extra  work  of  tracing 
and  checking  suspect  cans  of  Argentinian  corned  beef.  At  the  same  time, 
all  food  traders  were  sent  a personal  letter  drawing  their  attention  to 
the  facility  v/ith  which  contaminated  food  utensils  and  equipment,  particularly 
cooked  meat  slicing  machines,  ma^^  spread  typhoid,  and  describing  simple 
techniques  for  maintaining  the  cleanliness  of  cutters,  trays,  knives  and 
other  implements. 

Locally,  cold  meat  display  cabinets  have  been  provided  by  shopkeepers 
on  a generous  scale,  and  are  generally  intelligently  used.  The  public  should, 
however,  bo  especially  oii  the  alert  against  purchasing  ready-to-eat  open  meat 
and  dairy  products  displayed  in  warm  temperatures  and  sunny  shop  v/indows. 

Two  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  were  investigated.  The  first  involved 
50  children,  who  were  afflicted  with  acute  vomiting  and  diairhoea  four  to 
six  hours  after  consuming  a mid-day  meal  of  bacon  and  egg  pie,  creamed 
potatoes  and  "orchard  delight"  prepared  in  their  school  canteen.  The  vehicle 
of  inf action  was  believed  to  be  the  reconstituted  dried  milk  used  to  cream 
the  pota^toes,  but  this  was  not  conclusively  established.  Great  care  is 
required,  particularly  in  catering  establishments,  to  avoid  mishandling  by 
allowing  reconstituted  milk  or  preparations  containing  it  to  stand  for 
several  hours  in  a warm  condition.  Under  such  conditions  a powder  containing 
a few  staphylococci  but  generally  of  good  bacteriological  quality  can  be 
transformed  into  a potentially  dangerous  product  containing  very  large  numbers 
of  these  organisms. 

The  source  of  the  second  outbreak  wa.s  a bulk  infection  of  gelatin 
filling  for  meat  pies,  originating  at  a la^rge  meat-products  factory  outside 
the  District  and  extending  as  ’widely  as  Peterborough  and  Harv'/ich. 

In  commercial  pie-making,  gelatin  is  poured  into  the  pie  after  cooking, 
the  time  aaid  temperature  of  which  should  be  sufficient  not  only  to  cook  the 
raw  meat  but  sterilise  it,  even  though  the  pastry  may  become  over-brown  in 
consequence.  Immediately  before  use,  the  gelatin  should  be  boiled  and  filled 
into  the  pies  hot  (65  C).  The  pies  should  then  be  cooled  quickly  and  maintained 
at  a cool  temperature  until  required. 

Twelve  Felixstowe  residents  were  affected,  developing  severe  diarrhoea 
and  vomiting  10  to  12  hours  after  eating  portions  of  two  infected  6lb  veal  and 
ham  pies  sold  by  a retailer  and  bought  by  him  direct  from  the  makers. 

The  need  still  exists  for  broadcasting  knowledge  and  awakening  conscience 
respecting  those  two  fundamentals  for  reducing  the  toll  of  food— borne  disease 
- cleaniness  and  temperature  control.  The  practice  of  rehea,ting  cold  meat  so 
as  to  obtain  more  slices  to  the  joint  than  when  cut  freshly  cooked  is  fraught 
with  public  health  dangers,  apart  from  being  gastronimically  disagreeable.

Mlk  Bottles 


Three  complaints  were  received  and  followed  up.  Two  concerned  the 
delivery  of  milk  in  dirty  Bottles;  the  other  glass  in  milk.  The 
glass- h n-milk  case  v;as  referred  to  the  appropriate  enforcement  authority, 
the  County  Council,  who  resolved  to  caution  the  offender. 


In  his  report  on  the  dirty  Bottles,  the  Analyst  identified  tho  foreign 
matter  as  milk  solids  that  had  dried  on  the  inside  of  the  Bottle  and  Become 
insoluble  Because  of  chemical  changes  that  occur  with  ageing.  Without 
excusing  inefficient  hot tie- washing  or  careless  optical  or  ’’candling”  washed 
Bottle  inspection  systems,  these  complaints  lend  support  to  the  assertion 
that,  apart  from  flagrant  misuse,  most  of  the  troubles  with  imperfectly 
washed  Bottles  arise  through  failure  of  the  consumer  thoroughly  to  rinse 
in  mains  water  the  returnable  Bottle  to  remove  all  traces  of  milk  solids 
Before  returning  to  the  dairyman.

The  fresh  cream  which  v/as  unsatisfactory  is  pasteurised  at  a large 
dairy  in  Norfolk,  Being  Brought  daily  direct  to  Felixstowe  By  refrigerated 
transport. 


The  dairy  attributed  the  failurtB  either  to  human  error  at  the  retailers 
or  to  the  presence  of  heat-resistant  organisms  introduced  into  the  milk  on 
the  farm  from  improperly  cleaned  and  sterilised  milieing  utensils  and  equipment. 
Those  organisms  may,  hc?/over,  Build  up  in  vat  cream  pasteurisers  used 
continually  v/ithout  cleaning  Between  Batches.

Adulteration 


Food  and  Drugs  sampling  to  check  compositional  standards  and 
quality  and  detect  adulterations,  abstractions,  substitutions  and  false 
descriptions,  is  carried  out  in  the  Urban  District  by  the  County 
Council's  sampling  officers. 


Meat  Inspection 

There  is  one  privately-owned  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District 
which  kills  prime  quality  stock  only.  Besides  the  supervision  of  humane 
slaughter  and  hygienic  conditions  in  the  slaughterhouse,  a 100%  inspection 
of  all  carcases  was  a,chieved  (See  Table  13)* 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  talcing  of  weekly  swabs  from  the 
slaughterhouse  drainage  system  to  determine  the  existence  of  Salmonellae 
organisms  was  started  in  co-operation  v/ith  the  Director  of  the  Regional 
Public  Health  Laboratory. 


The  enlargement  of  cold  storage  accommodation  at  the  Docks  has 
made  available  a retention  centre  for  cysticercosis  carcases  from 
slaughterhouses  in  East  Suffolk.  Mien  refrigeration  is  complete,  these 
carcases  are  re-inspected  before  release.

Man  spends  a third  of  his  waking  life  at  work.  His  health,  morale 
and  output  are  deletericusly  affected  by  such  conditions  as  overcrov/ding, 
dampness,  bad  ventilation,  poor  lighting,  inadequate  heating,  washing  and 
sanitary  accommodation,  noise,  unsuitable  equipment  and  accidents.  That 
a slum  office  can  be  as  dangerous  as  a slum  dwelling  is  an  assumption  on 
which  the  Act  has  been  framed. 


Concern  v/ith  the  impact  of  environment  on  people  through  their 
eyes,  oars  r.nd  skin  is  a traditional  function  of  health  inspectors.  New 
in  the  regulatory  v/ork  stemming  from  this  legislation  are  the  com.plexities 
of  ergonomics  and  anthropometries,  and  the  mysteries  of  nip,  double-flap, 
counterbalance,  interlock  and  bottomless  drawers. 

Early  inspeciions  indicate  doficiences  in  the  guarding  of  cutting 
machines,  first-aid  equipment  and  thermometers.
